ELLA BROWN’S FATHER BLAMES 
THE GOSSIPS.

IT IS A STRANGE STORY. 


Mayor Richards and Editor Hedley 
Signed an Agreement, but 
Miss Brown Would Not. 


Funeral] services over the remains of John 
R. Richards, Mayor of Bunker Hill, were 
conducted at the residence in that village 
Monday, morning. 

Nearly all the villagers were present and 
@ number who had known Mr. Richards 
when he was a resident of St. Louls came 
from the Mound City. 

Tuesday morning the remains will be 
brought to St. Louis and interment in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery will follow. 

It will be singular Wf further sensational 
matters do not follow the tragedy of Satur- 
day, when Capt. F. Y. Hedley, editor of the 
Bunker Hill Gazette and a prominent IIli- 
nois politician, shot down the wealthy bach- 
elor who was at the head of the little city’s 
government. 

The exclusive publication in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatoh of the details of the killing 
and the causes thereof led to the newspaper 
being much sought after in the many IIli- 
nols towns within a radius of 40 miles of St. 
Louis, and before noon Sunday—despite the 
fact that dealers were sent hundreds of 
copies in excess of their usual number—60 
cents, 7b cents and even $1 were paid for 
coptes of the paper. 

Bunker Hill was never so wrought up; nor 
was the county of Macoupin. The bitterness 
between those who espouse the career of 
the editor and those who believe Mr. Rich- 
ards was in the right, grew in intensity Sun- 
day and Monday morning saw no lessening 
of the excitement. There were many bitter 
discussions on the street, one of which 
nearly caused another fight, but outsiders 
quieted the would-be combatants. 

“TI am glad the whole story has come out,” 
said H. H. Brown to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Monday morning. 3 
_ “Owing to the circumstances that led up 
to the killing it was impossible to keep my 
daughter’s name out of the case, and I was 
pleased to find the Post-Dispatch had care- 
fully investigated and made the exact facts 
pubHe, 

“But I tell you, sir, there are three men 
and two women in this town who are just 
as responsible for John R. Richard's death 
as Capt. Hedley is. They are also responsi- 
ble for the foul slanders concerning my 
daughter. With those persons I have an ac- 
count to square, They say a father and 


+ mother are the last persons to hear any re- 


port being circulated concerning their child. 
It is true din this case. The last twenty-four 
hours we have been made aware for the first 
time how far the gossips have gone. 

“As for the men, well I am too nervous to 
handle a gun just now. And as for the 
women they shall answer in court if it takes 


last cent to prosecute them.” 
r. Brown is landlord of the Monument 


House, a hotel well known through Western 
Illinois and in St. Louls as a summer resort. 
He is a ne "vous man, quite short but heavy 
set. Those who know him in Bunker Hill 
say hie threats are not idle ones. 


The father. of the “woman in the case” 
then gave the Post-Dispatch reporter the 
history of the effair that led up to the mur- 
der on Saturday. It Was in main a repeti- 
tion of the story related in the Sunday is- 
gue, but several interesting incidents are 
added. One feature hé brought out will be 
treated more in detail further along in this 
story, for it 1&8 so unique as to attract the 


immediate attention of one who followed the | 


facts in the case from the beginning to the 
tragic sequel of Baturday. 

It will be recalled that just before the 
fatal shot was fired Mayor Richards ex- 
claimed: 

“Why don’t you speak when you meet me 
on the street, Hedley? Let’s live up to our 
agreement.”’ 

Mr. Brown eays this agreement was one 
which the men signed on May 4. It was to 
the effect that they would bury the hatchet 
in the future and appear before others as 
friendly, even if they did not fcel so. 

“John R. Richards had a host of relatives 
in Macoupin County and in St. Louis,” sa'd 
Mr. Brown. “The latter connections be- 
long to the Ridgley family. Richards was 
Stephen Ridgley'’s nephew and my wife was 
Mr. Ridgley’s niece, so you will see our 
daughter Elia was Mr. Richards’ second 
cousin, 

“When John R. came to Bunker Hill, now 
nearly four years ago, he invested a good 
deal of money in property and he tn a meas. 
ure built up the town. He was always very 
kind to his relatives. I owe him a debt of 
gratitude, as he bought this hotel and in- 
stalled me as landlord, after fixing it up 
with an electric light plant and refurnish- 
ing it throughout. 

“About the same time he brought Lizzie 
and Glara Kinyon, who were also second 
cousins, from their father’s farm and 
treated them as he would his own daugh- 
tera. 

“Capt. Hedley had known our daughter 
Ella since.she was a child. He had taught 
her music and had been with her in the 
choir, If he loves her at all I am sure it 
is with a father’s love. But when John R. 
became infatuated with her a year ago and 
my daughter refused to marry him he be- 
came furidus at Hedley and accused him of 
influencing the girl.’ 

“Then Mayor Richards did ask Miss 
Brown to marry him?’ said the reporter. 

“Yes, sir, several times. Once in my pres- 
ence. This was soon after he was elected. 
I waa entering his office one day when I 
heard my daughter, who was his stenog- 


rapher, you remember, exclaim: ‘Why don't }, 


you say that to papa? 


] entered the room he said: ‘I want your 


daughter to marry me, Harvey. 

‘That is a matter she must determine,’ 
said I, ‘and then Det—I have called her Dot 
ever since she was so high, measuring with 
his hand from the floor—‘then Dot burst 
out crying and said: * 

‘Tl won't marry you. I am afraid of you. 
You threatened to kill me because you In- 
sist that Hedley has some influence over 
me. It’s a die.’ 

“The Misses Kenyon say the Mayor never 
asked your daughter to marry him,” said 
the reporter. : 

“They don’t know what they are talking 
about.” Mr. Brown replied. They are jeal- 
ous of Dot because Mr. Richards gave her 
some diamonds. He gave her a diamond 
ring, a brea&st-pin and eaer-rings. Why 
shouldn't he? e gave Lizz'e and Clara 
everything they “wished, and. surely my 
daughter was as near a relative as they. 
Lizzie and Clara are jealous. 

“John R. was good to everybody. He 
often helped me when times were dull at 
the Monument House. I would go to my 
daughter, who was John R.’s cashier, as 
well as stenographer, and ask her for a five 
or a ten. She would give it to me and 
charge it to the ‘Monument fufd,’ as she 
called it. John R. would never object. 

“All this time I knew, of course, how 
John R. disliked’ Hedley, but I had no idea 
what was being said about my daughter, 
Now, I am determined the three men and 
two women who are resnvonsible for all 
these stories shall suffer.”’ 

Sensational as was the shooting Saturday 
and the. events leading up ‘to it, the trial 
promises to be even more startling. 

Monday morning a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch got from Attorney: Harry Budd, 
who was the Mayor’s legal adviser, infor- 
mation as to the ines upon which the prog- 
cution of Capt. Hedley will be conducted. 

“The charge will be murder,’’ said Mr. 
Budd, ‘‘and I bélieve we can prove the mo- 
tive. As yet but two or three of the late 
Mayor’s most intimate friends know what I 
am about to tell you, but as an inkling will 
come out at the preliminary hearing the 
statement might as well be made now. 

“John R. Richards.was going to change 
his will Saturday afternoon atl o’clock. At 
12 o’clock he was shot down. 

‘TIT drew his will—the one he wished 
changed, In it he bequeathed a large sum 
of money to be held in trust for Helen Alice 
Brown. The will which he intended to make 
Saturday afternoon would have annulled 
this bequest. 

‘“‘We can prove that Capt. Hedley had a 
mad infatuation for the young woman. 

“We deny that John R. wished to marry 
her, but that he wished to save his cousin 
oom disgrace and warned her against Hed- 
e 


y. 

“The evidence at Coroner’s inquest shows 
that the Mayor did not hit the editor. He 
struck at him, but the blow missed. Now 
you m7 understand what the prosecution 
Ww o.”” 


Deputy Coroner William H. Hart of Gi- 
rard conducted the inquest at Bunker Hill 
Sunday morning. There were four wit- 
nesses, James McPherson, his son Harry, 
Charles Carroll and Jim Cromer, a colored 
gardener.

hit Hedley. He struck at him, but missed, 
and it was the swing of the arm and the 
dodging by the smaller man that caused the 
two men to change their positions.

ards, on oath, do find that he came to 
his death by wounds inflicted by a ball 
from a pistol shot fired by F. Y. Hed-

There was no attempt by the Coroner 
to bring out the motive for the shooting. 
Monday morning a dozen carriages load- 
ed with witnesses to the tragedy and friends 
of the — and the late Mayor left 
Bunker Hill for the long hot drive across 
country to Carlinville. hey did not ex- 
pect to reach the county seat, twenty miles 
distant, before noon, and believed the pre- 
liminary examination would be postponed 
until their arrival. 


Nearly all Bunker Hill figured in that 
unique feature of the tragedy—the agree. 
ment which the Mayor referred to just be- 
fore the shot was fired. ‘ 

After the gossips had busied themselves 
all winter spreading stories relative to the 
conduct of the three haga ala who have 
been brought before the public, and after 
intimate friends had endeavored by per- 
suasion to cause all three to act differently, 
the certain citizens called an indignation 
meeting. 

t was held on May 4 and was well at- 
tended. Several speeches were made. One 
man deplored that a person who had tone 
s0 much for Bunker Hill as Mayor Rich- 
ards should have his character besm'rched. 
Another said that Capt. Hedley was the one 
wronged. One denounced Miss Brown and 
another upheld her. The meeting nearly 
broke up in ariot. Finally, a committee of 
three was appointed to act with full power 
and do what.they could to “preserve the

When the Crowd Attempted to Lynch

An attempted robbery and murder in the 
West End, with exciting after incidents, 
took place Monday afternoon. a 

Mrs. Afinie Davin of 2812 Morgan street 
was walking along Beaumont stre>t, be- 
tween Olive and Locust, on her way home 
from a store. RS 

She carried her purse in her hand. 

She was passing the mouth. of the alley 
b:tween Olive and-Locust streets, wheh a 
young mulatto sprang out and confronted 
her. 

He grabbed at her purse, but she drew 
back. 

Again the negro tried to get the purse. 
This time Mrs. Davin pushed him away. 
This enraged him. 

He stooped and pulled a knife from his 
shoe. 

With a curse he again sprang at Mrs. 
Davin, striking at her with the knife. Sha 
jumped aside. 

The negro had the knife poised to strike 
again, when Matt Hoffman ran towards 
him. 

The murderous darky ran down the alley, 
with Hoffman in pursuit. 

Soon a crowd gathered at his heels. 

Merchants along Olive street, east of Jef- 
ferson avenue, joined in the chase. 

The negro’s only hope of escape was the 
mouth of the alley at Twenty-third street. 

Just as he was darting from the alley 
Henry Bloss, a painter, tried to grab him. 

The negro plunged his knife into Bloss 
twice, cutting a horrible gash in his face 
and another in his shoulder. 

Bloss fell back, and the negro ran down 
Twenty-third street. 

There the creyd closed in on him.

When the negro saw them he slashed right 
and left with his knife and scaled a fence, 
dropping into a yard. Officer Dooley fol- 
lowed him.

Mrs. Davin did not join in the chase. As 
soon as she could she hastened home, but 
later swore out a warrant against the 
negro. 

Bloss was badly cut. His nose was al- 
mose severed from his face and there was 
an ugly gash jn his right shoulder. He was 
taken to the City Hospital.

BROKE HER LIMBS 
AND SCALPED HER. 


MRS. MARY MANN OF EAST ST. 
LOUIS WILL DIE. 


WAS DRIVING A NEW HORSE. 


An Industrious Business Woman 
Thrown From a Wagon and 
Fatally Injured. 


Mrs. Mary Mann, owner and manager of 
a meat market at 353 Collinsville avenue, 
East St. Louis, is at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
and it is believed she will die. Her right 
shoulder is crushed, her left arm fractured 
and the flesh from the elbow to the should- 
er joint is torn from the bone; her right 
leg is broken below the hip joint and the 
left leg is fractured below the knee joint. 
Her scalp is torn from her head as smoothly 
as if an operation had been performed with 
a knife. 

She is the widow of Louis Mann, who died 
five years ago and left ner a competence, 
including a prosperous meat and vegetable 
market, which she has successfully man- 
aged in addition to caring forssix children. 
As regularly as the dawn of day, Mrs. 
Mann has been accustomed to driving a4 
market wagon to St. Louis for supplies, 
alone. She is a first-rate horsewoman and 
recently purchased a valuable animal from 
Henry Drummond of Centerville Townsh.p 
for special use in making trips across the 
bridge. The horse was apparently gentle. 


Monday morning as she was driving 
across the viaduct something got wrong 
with the harness. The horse kicked and 
started out Broadway at a mad gait. Mrs. 
Mann sawed on the reins and manged to 
keep the wagon from going down the steep 
embankment along the route for half a 
mile, but could not stop the frightened 
beast. 

The policeman on the Deat was the only 
person who witnessed the exciting event, 
and he was powerless to render assistance. 
When the wagon reached the eastern ap- 
proach of the Eads bridge it struck an iron 
column in the center of the street and Mrs, 
Mann was dashed to the granite avement. 

A farmer just driving on to the bridge 
saw the woman fall and picked her up. 
She wis insensible and bleeding profusely.

Europe Aroused by the American Tar- 
iff and an Organized Opposi- 
tion Threatened.

NEW YORK, June 14.—On the plazza of 
the country house of his son-in-law, Thos. 
Hitchcock, at Hempstead, L. I., yesterday 
evening, sat James B. Eustis, former Amer- 
ican Minister to France. He arrived Sat- 
urday on La Champagne. He said: 

“European nations never took such an 
interest in any American election as they 
did in the last Presidential campaign. I 
really believe that the French people cared 
more about having Mr. McKinley elected 
President: of the United States than they 
did about the result of their own last Pres- 
idential election in the House of Deputies."’ 

Mr. Eustis sat back in hig arm-chair and 
laughed heartily. “They prayed for the 
election of McKinley, and they got it. And 
they've got all they want of it. 

“All Europe is up in arms against the 
proposed tariff bill. It is bound to lead 


to retaliation. Recently one of the Min- 
isters of the German Empire, in convérsa- 
tion with Kaiser Wilhelm, expressed his 
fear of what in Europe {$8 knuwn as the 
‘peril genre’ (yellow danger), which means 
the cheap competition from Asiatic races 
like the Chinese and Japanese.

The United States Assumes the Ha- 
waiian Debt and Gets the 


WASHINGTON, June 4.-—A treaty for 
the annexation of Hawali to the United 
States will be sent to the Senate soon afjer 
the return of the President, unless present 
plans are altered. The treaty has been 
written and all its details were fully agreed 
upon before the President and Secretary 


doubt, it is said, of the President's acquies- 
cence in the terms of the treaty for the 


them before he left. 
The treaty is on the general lines of the 
treaty negotiated during the administration 
of President Harrison and withdrawn by 
President Cleveland. It provides for an- 
nexation without the exaction of conditions 
on the part of the Hawalians as to the form 
of government to be vouchsafed to Hawaii, 
leaving that question to be entirely disposed 
of by the Government of the United States. 
The United States will agree, however, to 


assume the debt of the present Hawaiian 
Government, but will come into possession 
of all the Hawaiian crown lands and other 
possessions. 

Several Senators have received definite in- 
formation concerning the existence of the 
treaty and are well acquainted with its 
terms, though they refuse to discuss the 
matter. The knowledge of the existence of 
the treaty has been communicated to mem- 
bers of the Committee on Foreign Relations 
and to the Finance Committee. 

In the Republican caucuses the facts rela- 
tive to the treaty had been hinted, but in 
rather a vague manher. Senators asserted 
that there were in progress negotiations 
looking to annexation, but would not aver 
that they knew a treaty had been drawn nor 
would they give assurances that one would 
be semt to the Senate. In private conversa- 
tion with other Senators, however, they 
gave information that was definite enough 
to satisfy those with whom they talked that 


it was now drawn, and only awaiting the 
signatures of the two governments to com- 
plete it. 

It is known that the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations is assured, as 
the members of the committee have ap- 
proved ita terme, This will enable the com- 


mittee to ney report the treaty to the 
Senate, so it may be taken up immediately 
after the tariff bill has been di of. 
The Senate has mh canvassed to a cer- 
tain extent by Senators favoring annexa- 
tion and while there are some Senators 
who are non-committal, the supporters of 
the proposition say they believe they can 
coum u the two-thirds vote necessary 
to insure ratification. 

The especial friends of the President 
about the Senate say that the treaty has 
been made in accordance with his views 
and that it would have been sent in some 
time ago for his exactions as to details.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The tariff de- 
bate is not proving a strong attraction in 
the Senate, and the attendance in the gal- 
leries to-day was small. The tariff biil 
was taken up with little delay of the morn- 
ing business, and Mr. Allison, in charge of 
the bill, asked for ah agreement that the 
daily sessiong of the Senate begin at 11 
o'clock on and after Wednesday ‘next. 

Mr. Vest (Mo.) preferred to have the 
agreement conditioned on an understanding 
for daily adjournments at 5 p. m.

HIS DENUNCIATION OF THE POST- 
OFFICE DETECTIVES. 


INNOCENT OF LETTER RIFLING. 


But the Inspectors Claim They Have 
Massed Sufficient Evidence to 
Warrant Prosecution. 


“It’s only another foolish attempt of Post- 
office detectives to get a reputation for ex- 
traordinary zeal and skill,”’ said Lawrence 
J. O’Nelll, the downtown letter carrier, who 
was arrested Sunday noon by Post-office 
inspectors on a charge of robbing the mails. 

The accused carrier was released'on a 
$2,500 bail bond signed late Sunday night by 
his relatives, and was seen Monday morn- 
ing by a Post-Dispatch reporter at his 
house, No. 4802 Fountain avenue. 

O'Neill is a sharp, shrewd young man, 
seemingly far above the average in point 
of intelligence. He isn’t at all abashed at 
his discomfiture, for he says he is entirely 
innocent, and has nothing to fear, but he 
is furious at the Post-office inspectors— 
who, he says, insulted and humiliated and 
then abused him because they could find 
upon his person no incriminating evidence. 

O'Neill is one of the oldest carriers in the 
Post-Office in point of service, and is ac- 
cused of rifling the mails of letters addressed 
to large retail houses, newspaper offices,and 
other establishments receiving small sums 
in cash from countless people. 

It was a hard case to unravel, the inspec-

tors say, and it has taken a long time. The 
depredations in the business districts have 
been going on for two years. Complaint 
after complaint has been made, but (t 
seemed impossible to fasten guilt upon any- 
body. All the large dry goods houses have 
mail order departments, and these receive 
from 100 to 500 letters a day, most of them 
containing small sums from $1 to $. These 
amounts are rarely sent in drafts or Post- 
Office orders, but usually comé in bills. All 
the newspaper offices, too, have heavy mail 
‘remittances in small sums for subscription, 
and these, too, have been constant sufferers 
from the depredations. 

The inspectors have been at work on th! 
leak for more than a year, but it was On) 
recently the thefts became so great that 
heroic efforts were made to catch the thief. 

Posteoffiiee Inepector Dice, in charge of 
the St..Louis .district, is a comparatively 
new comer here, but he and his assistants 
speedily got down to business. 

he Inspectors claim they have had 
O'Neill under suspicion for some time. He 
was known to be thrifty and always had 
lenty of money. It was also known that 
bis people were well to do, but still he was 
thought to be living beyond the income of 
a letter carrier. It was charged, to, that 
he was a frequent player of the races, and 
altogether he was thought to be a good 
subject: for surveillance, so he was closely 
watched for several months. 

Meantime the complaints came in thicker 
and thicker. The Nugent firm alone com- 
ylained of losing letters in block. Mr. Gold- 
bere, the manager of their mail order de- 
partment, declines to say just how much 
the firm has lost, but it aggregates many 
hundred dollars. 

Carrier O'Neill's route is along the west 
side of Broadway, north of Locust street. 
It, therefore, contains only one of the big 
dry goods houses, and os their losses were 
trifling, it would seem to be in O'Neill's 
favor, but the inspectors say that is really 
a point against him. hey say he was en- 
tirely too foxy to steal letters from hfs own 
route. His method was to nip the letters 
from the boxes of other carriers, er: them 
into his own packages and despoll them at 
his l-isure. 

Each carrier has a numbered individual 
case, or box, in the post-office, Into which 
the mail for his route is placed. All the 
carriers have access to each other’s boxes, 
and here is where, according to the in- 
spectors, the dishonest carrier found his 
opportunity. , 

Suncay morning they say they found in 
O'Nelll’s case a package of 100 or more let- 
ters from a firm on Broadway, into which 
had been slipped several letters for Nugent 
& Co., who were not on O'Neill's route. 
In other bundles other letters off of his 
route had been slipped. Several of them 
were test or decoy letters, which the in- 
Bpectors themselves had prepared, 

O'Netll took his arrest very coolly at first, 
but as the inspectors proceeded with their 
examinations he got nervous and excited, 
and finally lost his temper. He was taken 
to the jail Sunday afternoon, but later in 
the day his friends stirred themselves and 
induced United States Commissioner Gra- 
yA to accept bail for him in the sum of 


$2,500. 

Carrier O'Neill was taking things very 
comfortably in his pleasant home on Foun- 
tain avenue when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called Monday morning. He appeared in 
his undershirt and trousers, and talked 
very readily. He declared his entire inno- 
cence of wrong-doing. and said there was 
not a particle of evidence against him. 

“They say they found some letters in a 
bundle in my case that were not intended 
for my route. Well, what of that? That is 
something that happens every day. Not a 
day passes, perhaps, that carriers do not 
bri back letters for other routes, which 
got into their packages by mistake. Time 
and time again it has happened to me and 
to others. esides, even if it were not of 
frequent occurrence, how is it proof agajnst 
me that these sleuths found or gay they 
found letters in my rack? I had not been 
near the rack on Sunday. Who knows who 
put them there? May be the detectives 
put them there themselves,” and O'Neill 
glared savagely. “O, they're equal to it~ 
never fear,” he added, as the reporter made 

deprecatory gesture. | 
* O'Neill was very bitter in ies his own 
account of hie arrest. He said the officers, 
after inviting him upstairs into Mr. Dice's 
office. locked the doors and first began to 
question him. Then they made him empty 
his voc kets. 

“They found nothing buf my watch, pock- 
etbook, keya, knife and some amall change. 
They took the pocketbook, which had 
or $M In tt. While searching me one of the 
detectives held a memorandum of their 
own. and then examined every bill, count- 
ing € the number and series. I suppose 
they Were looking for some of the money 
they had marked and ge in the decoy iet- 
ters. They did not find any, at Jeast | sup- 
ose they don’t claim to have done so, for 
fast night when I was released they Tre- 
turned all my property, money and all. 

“After emptying my pockets they made 
me strip stark naked, and examined every 
thread and seam of my clothes.

O'Neill says he has not en counsel)

The parents of O'Neill own the property 
in which they live and have for many years. 
They are old residents here and O'Neill was 
born in St. Louis. He has been on the 
carrier force sixteen years. He has a wife 
and four children. The wife is greatly 

rostrated, for she feels keenly her hus- 

and’s disgrace and — 

Asked as to his habits with reference to 
the races, which the Post-office people lay 
much stress upon, O’ Neill laughed. 

‘That they got from me,”’ he said. “They 
never heard anything about races until I 
told them Sunday that on Saturday I had 
gone to the track and had put $2 on Jack 
Bradley and won $18. That is all. I do 
not play the races as a rule, nor am I oft- 
en at the track. Letter carriers don't 
get time for such amusement. But I oc- 
casionally go to the races, and sometimes 
bet a small sum. I don’t know when I did 
it before.”’ 

O'Neill is carefully studying up the case 
of Herman Spilker, who was arrested some 
months ago for opening letters in the Post- 
Office. He was discharged by Judge Ad- 
ams because it was shown the letter he had 
opened was a Dv letter,”’ and that such 
letters were not to be included fn the cate- 
gory of United States mails. Judge Adams 
scored the Inspectors at that time for re- 
sorting to such methods of detecting crime. 

The inspectors say there le no analogy 
between O’Ne'll’s case and that of Spilker.“ 
Spilker was not charged with stealing let- 
ters, but only with “undue curiosity.

Wimer and her sister called on Assistant 
City Attorney Meigs. 

“Mrs. Foley has told my sister and all of 
the neighbors that she has seen me flirting 
with all the street car conductors on the 
Broadway line, She told them that I was 
always leaning out of a front window, 
throwing kisses and waving my handker- 
chief to them. ; 

‘She also says that I stand in the hallway 
of our home at all hours of the night and 
when thegpolicemen pass I call them in, one 
at a time, and kiss them. 

“She has even said that she has heard 
the smack of our lips in her own home, and 
it has disturbed _her.’’

STATESMEN CONCLUDE THAT 
SPAIN WILL LOSE OUBA. 


THE PEOPLE WHO WANT IT. 


A 
Interests Involving Many Millions 
Working for a Common 
End. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch from 
Washington says: 

Senator Morgan,in an interview last night, 
said: ‘I have information from most relia- 
ble authority that Cuba is under the con- 
ptrol of a completely organized civil govern- 
ment, stronger to-day than it ever was, 
and so well established that it is impossible 
now for the Spaniards to overthrow it. 
The Cubans have, by the natural resources 
of that part of the island in which they are 
dominant, sufficient food supplies to eus- 
tain them to the end. The tactics of Gen. 
Gomez baffle the Spaniards effectually. 

“In the meantime the situation is so 
grave in Spain that the Government is 
obliged to keep at home all of its regular 
army of trained, seasoned, disciplined 
troops, an army of 80,000 men, 50,000 of 
whom might have been landed on the island 


and swept it from one end to the 
other. But that is now out of the ques- 
tion. These trained soldiers are wanted at 
home to meet dangers that are threatening 
the throne. The Spanish Government is 
afraid to put in control a man not in accord 
with its past policy. 

‘It ts impossible for me even to conjec- 
ture what President McKinley will do, al- 
though I am not at all inclined to impute 
to him unpatriot!c motives. But whatever 
this Government J do, Iam satisfied 
that this is one revolution which will not 
gO backward. 

“Work has already been accomplished and 
blished Which must result in the inde- 
lence of Cuba. The sedate action of 
United States Senate defining the rela- 
tions between Spain and Cuba is a firm and 
irrevocable declaration of the truth that 
there is war in the island of Cuba. 

The administration is subjected to the 
pressure of two classes of American citizens 
concerning themselves about purely busi- 
ness matters. One is that which is said to 
have between $50,000,000 and $100,000,000 in- 
vested in the island. The other is the class, 
which in this case, as well as in every other 
like it, avail themselves of the opportunity 
to make money out of dilemmas and dis- 
tresses of others. They would have as the 
basis of Cuban independence the issues of 
$50,000,000 of bonds, one-half to be devoted 
to yer e, 3 the losses sustained by Ameri- 
cans and the other half to go into the pock- 
ets of the bondholders and bond placers. 
This Government, I think, is now in a state 
of contention with these influences. No mat- 
ter how earnestly the President may be- 
lieve in doing justice to Cuba, or how great 
his desire to promote her independence or 
his zeal to take care of our people and their 
rights in the island, he is handicapped by 
the crowd that are only seeking to make 
money out of the misfortunes of others.” 


A PEACEABLE LITTLE TUG. 


Thirty Passengers Go Aboard the 
Dauntless Heavily Armed. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Key West, Fla., says: 

The tug Dauntless was released from cus- 
tody by the Collector of Customs late last 
night. Word was soon passed among the 
faithful, and thirty of her original pas- 


sengers gathered on the wharf with bundles 
and packages, from the ends 6f which ma- 
chete handles and muzzles of revolvers 
could be seen. In the meantime steam was 
hurriedly goten up on the Dauntless, and 
the little tug cast off from her dock and 
proceeded to sea. The Marblehead, lying 
at anchor in the stream only a short dis- 
tance off, either did not see her, or did not 
care to intercept her.

GOING HOME TO DIE. 


Spanish Soldiers Being Sent Home in 
Great Numbers. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—A dispatch from 
Havana says: “Spanish troops are return- 
ing to Spain at the rate of 2,000 per month. 
This week’s mail steamer carried back over 


600 free of cost to the Government, the ex- 
penses being borne jointly by the Marquis 
de Comillas, President of the Trans-Atlan- 
tic Line, and the monary Red Cross Society 
here. Probably haif the men sailing to-day 
were ill or wounded, and at least fifty looked 
as if they would never. stand the voyage. 
One man died while being taken from the 
hospital to the wharf to embark. Reports 
of increasing misery among the Cubans in 
Weyler’s fortified towns come from all over 
the island. 

Mayor Pizzarra and Chief of Police Ar- 
menteres of San Nicolas, which Gomez and 
Maceo entered with their forces in 1896 on 
their way west, were tried by court-martial 
in Cabanas fortress here yesterday and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. Both are 
Spaniards. They were embarked to-day 
with about sixty political prisoners for 
Ceuta, upon the African coast. 


A PROPHECY. 


Bradley T. Johnson Says That Cuba 
Will Be Absorbed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 14.—Bradley T. John- 
son writes as follows in the New York 
Journal of te-day: 

“It seems to me as if the relations be- 
tween the United States and Cuba were 


clarifying so that one can eee things more 
distinctly and can form a more intelligent 
opinion as to probabilities. 

“That Cuba is to become part of the 
United States is as certain as that New 
Orleans was to become so. It has been 
the dream of American etatesmen for a 
century. Mr. Jefferson in 1802 said: ‘The 
possession of Cuba is necessary to round 
off the position of the United States on 
the North American Continent.’ 

“I believe every property-holder, Span- 
‘sh or Cuban, there is in favor of annexa- 
tion to the United States. They want 
law, order, security, peace; but I suppose, 
for I do not know, that the leaders of the 
revolution will be opposed to it. It will be 
contrary to human nature for them not 
to aspire to reap the rewards of victory. 
They will want the honors and offices un- 
der the Republic of Cuba. They will get 
some at first, but as soon as Cuba is 
opened to the enterprise, the capital of the 
North, the history of Texas, of Florida 
and of California will be repeated. The 
mountains, the mines and the forests w'll 
be ransacked, and Cuba will be Ameri- 
canized in two years.

I know Gen. Woodford, and he would be 
an excellent man for the place, but as I 
understand it, Mr. Calhoun, who has just 
returned from Cuba, is to be sent to Madrid 
as the representative of this country at 
the Spanish court.

“HELD T0 BLAME, 


CORONER’S VERDICT ON THE 
DEATH OF GEORGE MEYER. 


BOARD OF HEALTH WILL ACT. 


Schroeder. the Healer Who Attended 
the *n, Admits His Igno- 
rance on the Stana. 


At th2 coroner’s inquest held Monday 
morning to inquire into the death of George 
Meyer of 185 Wyoming street, the jury 
reached a verdict that death was due to an 
ulceration of the intestines, the result of 
typhoid fever, and that this condition was 
due to neglect of proper medical treatment, 
The verdict was forwarded to the Board of 
Health, which will take such action as it 
deems necessary against H. H. Schroeder, 
the Christian scientist, who attended 
Meyer. 

Meyer was a brewer in good circum- 
stances. Last Wednesday he went home 
and complained of being ill. His condition 
was not considered serious, but Schroeder, 
who is a disciple of the faith curist, living 
at 240 North Twelfth street, was called in. 
He treated Meyer according to his methods, 
but the patient grew worse and Saturday 


night a regular physician was called. The 
man was dead when the doctor arrived, but 
Schroeder, who was holding his pulse, 
claimed that he was still alive. 

Meyer’s wife was the first witness. She 
is a comely little German woman about 
years old. She speaks no English, and her 
testimony was given in German and trans- 
lated by the oroner. She testified that 
Meyer refused to have a regular physician, 
but insisted upon Schroeder’s treatment. No 
one gave him any medicine or had any 
idea what his illness was. Schroeder prayed 
with the sick man, and repeated the for- 
mulas of the cult. Saturday morning there 
was an apparent rally. Meyer said he was 
hungry and wanted food. He was given 
liquid refreshment. 

Mrs. Meyer testified that she sent for Dr. 
Taeppen Saturday morning unknown to her 
husband. The physician diagnosed the case 
as typhoid fever, but said Meyer was too 
weak to be saved. Schroeder denied that 
the patient would die, and told the witness 
that her husband would get well. All he 
needed was faith. At 7:30 o’clock Saturday 
night Dr. Henverich called. The witness did 
not know who sent for him. He pronounced 
Meyer dead. 

According to the witness, Schroeder had 
treated herself and children previously. He 
did not charge for his services, but accepted 
whatever was offered. 

Mrs. Kate Mower, No. 1809 Wyoming 
street, a neighbor of the Meyers, who was 
present during most of Meyer's illness, cor- 
roborated the testimony of Mrs. Meyer. 

Schroeder proved to be a well-dressed, 
intelligent-looking German, about 37 years 
old. He gave his occupation as ‘“Teacher 
of Science; also publisher of a German 
monthly pertaining to the faith. 

“Are you licensed to practice medicine?’ 
asked the Coroner. 

“T am according to the laws of Alvine or- 
dination, but not according to the laws of 
St. Louis.’’ 

The witness testified that he thought faith 
and the power of the word sufficient to 
heal the sick. He did not demand pay for 
his services, but accepted what was ten- 
dered, believing his gospel would provide. 

“But you expect pay, *t you?” 

“I believe I am entitl to pay for my 
time.”’ 

“Did you 
case?”’ 

“I did. I have treated cases of typhoid 
fever before with success. There is no Joubt 
of success where there is perfect faith.” 

Schroeder d‘d not want to attribute Mey- 
er’e death to a lack of faith. He claimed 
not to know how much faith the deceased 
had. According to the Christ'an faith, as 
interpreted by the witness, Meyer did not 
die. The true believers know no death. 

In reply to a question from Coroner Wait 
the witness admitted knowing nothing of 
—— of a person with typhid fever. 

e did not know that food improperly g'ven 
to such a patient would cause death. He 
had never studied medicine and thought 
the less he knew about it the more com- 
etent he was to treat disease. The witness 
ad attended all k'nds of a'iments, and had 
een generally succeseful. 

“If a man sustained a fractured limb 
would you set and heal it by faith?’’ asked 
the Coroner. 

“I would have some physician set it, and 
leave the healing to faith. I would have 
the physician do the purely mechanical 
work. e divine power its more powerful 
than doctors’ learning and skill.” 

“If a gash were cut on your cheek 
Schroeder, would it not he quicker if 
sewn up than by faith?’ 

“I doubt it,” was the reply. 

The Coroner repremanded Schroeder for 

racticing medicine and warned him that 
t was criminal.

FOR 68 YEARS. 


DR. VICTOR 8. JOURDAN ONE OF 
THE FRENCH PIONEERS. 


HIS FATHER ARRIVED IN 1788. 


The Family Remarkable for Religious 
Zeal and Longevity—The Doc- 
tor’s Tragic Death. 


— 


When Dr. Victor S. Jourdan died at the 
City Hospital Sunday night, the oldest resi- 
dent of St. Louis passed away. 

‘Tt seems peculiarly sad,’’ said the doc- 
tor’s oldest son, Joseph I. Jourdan, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “that my father 
should have met his death in the shocking 
way of falling down stairs. Only four years 
ago he submitted to an operation for ap- 
pendicitis, which was performed success- 
gfully by Dr. Dalton. ‘I think it likely the old 
wound was hurting him when he fell.”’ 

But the stairway of the doctor’s late home, 
2328% Walnut street, Is very precipitous and 
although an active man for his age, the acci- 
dent might easily have happened to a young- 
er person. 

Dr. Jourdan was born in the city of 
Paris, France, in April, 1817—according to 
the statement of his son. The doctor's 
father had come to the district of Loulisi- 
ana in 1788 and became connected with 
the American Fur Co., thus identifying 
himself with the one great industry, of the 
West which, like the Hudson Ba Co., es- 
tablished a section of the social ‘400’ in 
St. Louis.. 

Later the father returned to France, 
where the doctor was born. When the boy 
had reached the age of 12 years his father 
and family came back to the Louisiana 
district, spending his time between St. 
Louis and New Orleans. 

It was in 1829 the late doctor first saw the 
little town of St. Louls. Third street was 
the western limit of business then, while 
Seventeenth street was the beginning of 
the forest which stretched away into the 
country. The town had only been organ- 
ized six years, * 

Victor grew to manhwod here, and as a 
boy he watched the building of the old Ca- 
thedral on Walnut street and of St. Xavier's 
Church. 

He was educated a Catholic, attending re- 
ligious schools until he was almost of age. 

The family were remarked for their re- 
ligious zeal, and devotion to music. One of 
the doctor’s sisters had charge of the mus!- 
cal department of the Sacred Heart Con- 
vent and died in that institution, at New Or- 
leans, in 1838. Another sister, who was born 
in St. Louis in 1808, and known to many cit- 
izens as Sister St. Michel, died here at the 
age of 8. Her name was Brazite Jourdan. 
The doctor’s daughter is now a member of 
the Sacred Heart community, to which she 
has belonged since girlhood. 

Victor, when arrived ac the age of 21, was 
sent to Paris to study medicine and surgery. 
He graduated with honors in a few years, 
then came back to this city, and married. A 
portion of each winter was spent by him 
and his family—as was the custom of well- 
to-do families in those days—in New Or- 
leans, and thus it happened his children 
were born there. 

Dr. Jourdan became the associate and 
friend of all the earlier physicians of St. 
Louis. He was cotemporary with Dr. Pope, 
the fierce old man, the elder Dr, Hodgen, 
Dr. McDowell, Dr. Boisliniere, Dr. Van 
Studdiford, and later Dr. McPheeters. 

His wife died in 1852, and he remained a 
widower until 1885, when he again married. 
At the beginning of the late war Dr. 
Jourdan expressed his opinions very freely 
in favor of the Southern Confecaracy and 
spent some time in the McDowell prison in 
consequence. While thus imprisoned he had 
for a cell-mate the elder Von Phul, whom 
he used afterward to enjoy referring to as 
his fellow-prisoner. 

He was then engaged in business as a 
druggist with R. B. Stone, who afterwards 
had a fine drug store at the northeast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Washington avenue. 
During his later years he dwelt affec- 
tionately upon the old friends and the old 
scenes. Only last week he said to his wife, 
in a voice of pathos: 

“They are all gone, Lou, and I suppose it 
will not be long before I shall follow them.”’ 
Saturday evening he started down the 
stairway of his home. He stumbled, caught 
himself, stumbled again and pitched head- 
long to the bottom. He was conveyed to 
the City Hogpital, where every possible at- 
tention was paid him, but he died Sunday 
night from the shock and injuries result- 
ing from the fall. 

Dr. Jourdan leaves a widow and step- 
daughter, two sons and a daughter. Jo- 
seph, I. Jourdan, the oldest son, lives at 
4021 Lincoln avenue and has a restaurant 
on Seventh street. The second son is Paul 
Jourdan. The daughter is in the Sacred 
Heart Convent.

Baker kft Mra. Seymour's house on May 
S1.. Two days before that Mrs. Seymour, her 
son and daughter, Mrs. Victoria Egan, saw 
him in the act of making bogus money. 


He learned that he had been observed and 


became desperate, threatening to extermi- 
nate the whole Seymour family unless they 
kept silent. 

Mrs. Egan says that despite Baker’s 
threats she reported the discovery to the 
police on Monday, May 31. The police say 
she did nothing of the kind. 

Mrs. Seymour said Monday that Baker

A warrant for the arrest of Cornelius 
Whalen, issued Monday, is the latest and 
perhaps the last act in the long matrimonial 
troubles of him and his wife, Mary.
